BERLIN, June 10 (AP). — 
German forces are within 30 to 
35 miles of Paris in the semi- 
circular front being drawf 
around the French capital, in- 
formed quarters stated tonight. 
German aviators, it was said, 
were swooping over Paris drop- 
ping leaflets in which the 
French were urged to ‘‘ give up 
this futile resistance. ’”’ 

Hailing a new victory in 
Norway and steady progress in 
the great Western front offen-

elared ‘‘great successes already 
have been won but bigger ones 
are in the making.’’ 

Informed Germans expressed 
belief that the drive in North- 
ern France was reaching a de- 
cisive phase and that the Nazi 
armies were closing in the 
blades of a pincers around 
Paris.

A communique said Foreign 
Minister Count Galeazzo Ciano 
had handed the British and 
French Ambassadors identical 
notes declaring Italy’s deter- 
mination to go to war before 
Mussolini spoke. It said Italy 
considered itself at war against 
the Allies effective tomorrow, 
June 11. 


Presumably, this would mean 
at midnight (5 p. m. St. Louis 
time). The Berlin announce- 
ment, however, said Italian 
troops invaded the Riviera, 
France’s Mediterranean coast, 
at 6 p. m. Berlin time (11 a. mm. 
St. Louis time). 


Trains stood with steam up 
in the Rome station ptepared 
to evacuate the British and 
French diplomats. The French 
Embassy and Consular staffs 
intended to go to Switzerland. 
The new French Ambassador 
to the Holy See plans to take 
refuge within Vatican City as 
the British Minister has done. 


Pledge to Neutrals.

“Sooner Death Than Defeat.” 


The statement referred to the 
battle in France is “the battle of 
Paris and London” and asserted 
the British people were “proud to 
endure attacks which otherwise 
would have been directed against 
the Allied armies” from the air. 

“Faced with the menace of Nazi 
slavery, every free man must say 
to himself: ‘Victory at all costs and 
sooner death than defeat’,” the 
atatement concluded. 

This statement followed a mes- 
Sage earlier in the day by Prime 
Minister Churchill to Premier Rey- 
maud of France in which he said 
fresh British troops had been land- 
ed and “further extensive reinforce- 
ments are being rapidly organized 
and will shortly' be available.” 

Saying that British forces were 
giving “the maximum possible sup- 
port” in “the great battle which 
the French are now conducting 
with such undaunted courage,” 
Churchill told Reynaud that “all 
available means are being used to 
give help on land and sea and in 
the air.” 

Churchifl’s message came as 
British military circles acknowl- 
edged that the situation in France 
is of “increasing difficulty.” 


British on Left End of Line. 


A spokesman warned egainst un- 
due optimism and said German 
tanks had reached the Seine. Brit- 
ish troops, fighting shoulder to 
shoulder with the French on the 
left end of the line, he said, are 
in the thick of some of the fiercest 
fighting.

British Report Bombing Nazis in 
Amiens and Abbeville. 
LONDON, June 10 (AP).—Bomb- 
ing of German-held Amiens and 
Abbeville. by the British air 
force during the past 24 hours were 
reported tonight by the Air Min- 

istry. 

Besides the forays behind the 
German lines in Northern France, 
the Ministry said Royal Air Force 
flyers had attacked Nazi forma- 
tions in Rhenish Prussia and the 
Ruhr. 

. In week-end raids, British bomb- 
ers blew up German ammunition 
dumps in the Ardennes Mountains 
and fired enemy oil stores in Bel- 
gium, the Ministry said. 

Seventeen German aircraft were 
reported shot down and six British 
planes were listed as missing. 

In one engagement, the ministry 
said, eight British Hurricane fight- 
ers tackled 20 Heinkel bombers and 
10 Messerschmitt pursuit planes. 
Six German bombers and one Mes- 
serschmitt were shot down, while 


the British lost two planes, the 
ministry said. 
“Scores of heavy bombs” were

“BROADENING THE BASE.” 
The phrase, “broaden the base of the income tax,” 
which is being echoed in Congress just now, seems 
to bear ethical authority in its very sound. 
So the House Ways and Means Committee is re- 
ported to be well on the way toward reducing income 
tax exemptions. It is proposed to lower the exemp- 
tion for a single man from $1000 to $800 and for a 
married man from $2500 to $1800. 
The nation is faced with an emergency. The 
Post-Dispatch can see no objection to raising the 
taxes on persons making between $800 and $2500 a 
year—provided the taxes on other income groups 
are raised in accordance with ability to pay. 


It is a sheer myth; however, that low income groups 


pay practically no taxes. Our plethora of hidden lev- 
ies—nuisance taxes—fall most heavily on this group. 
Nobody would accuse Fortune, the “Magazine of 
Business,” of being unduly solicitous of the welfare 
of the wage-earner. A tax seminar which Fortune 
conducted last year found that low-income families 
are forced to pay about 15 cents out of every dollar 
of income in hidden taxes. 

And these concealed levies are in addition, of 
course, to the open and frank sales tax which is paid 
by tokens. The direct sales tax also fall hardest on 
the little fellow. The Twentieth Century Foundation 
found that an Illinoisan who earns $1000 a year pays 
out 19.3 per cent of it in taxes, direct and hidden. 
After studying the matter through, the Fortune 
Group said: “The result of indiscriminately tax- 
ing the poor is to increase public business at the 
expense of private enterprise.” Fortune recommend- 
ed against broadening the base of the income tax 
unless some of the concealed taxes are repealed. This 
seems to be the only just attitude. 

But Fortune went on to say that there is plenty of 
room for increasing income tax rates in the middle 
brackets. It approved, for this group, a schedule of 
recommended increases worked out by Sumner H. 
Slichter, professor of business economics at Harvard. 

These increases would bring in about $700,000,000 
a year. On the other hand, the income tax and sur- 
tax increases which the House Ways and Means Sub- 
committee is now contemplating will yield only about 
$277,000,000 in additional reyenue. 

Whether or not the base is broadened, the revision 
which Prof. Slichter suggests is an intelligent reform 
which our tax system demands. Our low-income 
groups have been paying taxes quite comparable to 
the peacetime levies in Great Britain and France. 
The same is true of our really high-income groups. 

But while our national deficit has been rising at a 
truly alarming rate, the comfortable middle-brackets 
have been getting off very easily. The British rates 
for these groups, even before war was declared, av- 
eraged several times as high as the American rates. 

The $2,300,000,000 additional defense fund which 
President Roosevelt has asked up to this time is 
only a beginning. Defense authorities say that we 
will have to spend between 10 and 12 billions a year to 
build a defense machine capable of meeting the Ger- 
man machine on anything approaching even terms. 

Senator La Follette’s forthcoming proposal of an 
excess profits tax for the war-supplies industry 
should also be given the most sympathetic study. Re- 
armament is a windfall for this industry, so there 
can be no injustice in expecting it to pay, out of un- 
expected profits, a share of the cost of the program 
that is making those profits possible. There is no 
merit in Senator Harrison’s view that, since we are 
not at war, there should be no war taxes. We are pre- 
paring for the possibility of war, and since there is 
profit in this for some, let that profit be taxed. 

Congress should divest itself of all queasiness on 
the subject of taxation. As long as the money is 
wisely spent, Americans will patriotically accept the 
taxes necessary to insure our national safety.

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AUDITOR SMITH APPLIES THE “LUG.” 

An unsavory business has come to light in the 
Missouri campaign—the disclosure that employes of 
State Auditor Forrest Smith contribute 2% per cent 
of their salaries to a fund used for political purposes. 

The charge is made by Robert E. Holliway, an op- 
ponent of Smith for the nomination, but investigation 
verifies it virtually in full. Auditor Smith’s chief 
clerk admits such a fund exists, that it is used mainly 
for political purposes, that practically all employes 
contribute, but says that giving is on a “voluntary” 
basis. It is possible, of course, for any boss to let 
word get around that “voluntary” contributions by 
one and all of his subordinates are expected. 

This “lug” is an instance of political spoilsmanship 
at its worst, quite on a par with the cheap tactics 
previously used by Auditor Smith in his “Dear Pen- 
sioner” vote appeal to beneficiaries of the State’s 
old-age assistance system. Is it not time that this 
crude practitioner of political chicanery be retired?

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THE WAR HAWKS SPEAK. 

Hitler’s blitzkrieg is doing more than sweep aside 
Allied resistance; it is also sweeping off their feet 
certain Americans, both at home and abroad, with 
sufficient brains to know better. The war spirit 
now has surged to the point that 30 men, all of high 
position in American education, law, letters and busi- 
ness, issue a manifesto urging this country to de- 
clare war on Germany at once, to defend in France 
“our ideals, our institutions and our way of life.” 

For intellectuals and men of affairs, this is shock- 
ingly muddled thinking. Much though American sen- 
timent favors an Allied victory, important though 
it is to this country’s interests, the plain fact remains 
that we would make a costly and futile blunder by 
going to war. The Senate Naval Committee looks 
at the question with cold logic, not sentimentally. Its 
views, as stated on this page yesterday, are that this 
country cannot be conquered if it prepares adequately, 
that it is not equipped to help the Allies, that Amer- 
ican lives, resources and probably liberties would be 
vainly sacrificed by entering the war. 

The hotheads who issue this demand for war are 
mostly well over military age. Until similar state- 
ments from young men, who would have to do the 
fighting and the dying, begin to appear, there will be 
no reason to fear that the mass of the people are 
abandoning their determination to keep out. These 
30 men have merely lost their balance as a result 
of the tragic events abroad. 

But what else is to be expected from persons with- 
out official status when our Ambassador to France 
is permitted to deliver, in the name of the President, 
a speech as emotional as the one he made yesterday 
before the altar of Joan of Arc? 

Mr. Bullitt, easting aside all pretense of neutrality, 
declared that “Americans know on which side stand 
right, justice, Christian decency, and on which side 
are wrong, cruelty and bestiality.” 

Such inflammatory words were not proper in the 
mouth of the representative of a neutral Power. Mr. 
Bullitt’s speech was, in fact, of a piece with the re- 


cent performance of James H. R. Cromwell—and less 
to be condoned, since he is a far more experienced 
diplomat than our former representative in Ottawa. 


A rebuke certainly should be administered by Sec- 
retary Hull. Our State Department—and the White 
House, too—should remember that we are not at war. 
Polls of public opinion show that the majority of 
the people do not want to go to war, but they also 
show that many of these people fear we shall be 
forced into the conflict, nonetheless. In other words, 
people are coming to believe that they cannot expect 
democratic government to do their bidding. 

This amazing fear that Washington will not be 
guided by the opinion of the nation stems directly 
from performances like Bullitt’s. If the will of the 
majority counts for anything, these “joy rides” along 
the road to war must —_ 


sé. 


ITALY STRIKES. 

Eighteen years of Fascist saber-rattling reach their 
culmination today as Mussolini throws his country 
into the inferno of Europe’s war. Coldly calculated, 
since it was prefaced by months of threats in words 
and action, the stroke comes as no surprise, 

At last France and Britain are sufficiently weak- 
ened by the hammer blows of his Nazi ally to enable 
the Duce to undertake the risk of stabbing the reeling 
victims. At last the Italian people, traditionally dis- 
trustful and contemptuous of Germany, have been in- 
flamed with war ardor by all the incendiary arts of 
propaganda. The time has come to reach for the 
rich spoils and mastery of the Mediterranean that 


the Duce has long promised his people. 

For the Allies, this attack may well be the coup 
de grace, the executioner’s finishing bullet. Said 
Gen. Weygand yesterday, urging his troops to stand 
fast against the devastating Nazi offensive: “We 
have reached the last quarter of an hour.” Hitler 
is throwing every ounce of his power into the devas- 
tating battle for Paris, and now another enemy 
strikes from the rear. French valor, already stimu- 
lated to supreme heights by the pressing emergency 
on the Western front, has a superhuman task ahead 
in meeting the double menace. 

It may not be the last quarter-hour. 
the last five minutes, perhaps a turning point in 
the history of Europe, that is at hand. 
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A GREAT AMERICAN SONG. 

The nation has a new anthem, a piece of patriotic 
homespun called “Ballad for Americans.” Words and 
music are by two young men, John Latouche and 
Earl Robinson, who met on a Federal Theater Project. 
Its first performance, by Paul Robeson and chorus 
on the radio seven months ago, produced such a 
flood of fan mail and telephone calls that it has been 
repeated over the air three or four times since. A 
recording, also by Robeson, is selling like hotcakes. 
Just now, the piece is thrilling St. Louis audiences 
every night as the prologue to the current Municipal 
Opera production, “The American Way.” 

Where does the composition get its great appeal? 
Mostly by speaking, in everyday words and even 
slang, of the people and their welfare, rather than 
merely of armies, navies, battles, flags and national 
glory, as the conventional anthem does. The song is 
the voice of the great anonymous mass of the na- 
tion, “the etceteras and the and-so-forths that do the

body who’s nobody, the nobody who’s everybody.” 

And who is this everybody? His composite pedigree 
is explained by the singer: 

I’m just an Irish, Negro, Jewish, Italian, 
French and English, Spanish, Russian,

Litvak, Swedish, Finnish, Canadian, 

Greek and Turk and Czech and double-Czech— 
American! 

His religion is similarly varied, and so is his oc- 
cupation. His history dates back to the days when 
liberty was just an idea, when “nobody who was any- 
body believed it.” With all the exuberance of a folk 
song, the ballad brings in the high spots of America’s 
story: the Revolution, growth of the Union, the Civil 
War and the Machine Age, what “Mr. Tom Jefferson” 
wrote and what “Old Abe Lincoln” said. The na- 
tion’s defects are seen, but they do not dim the peo- 
ple’s hope. As the stirring finale has it: 

Out of the cheating, out of the shouting, 
Out of the murders and lynching, 

Out of the windbags, the patriotic a

Out of the carpet bag and the brass spittoon, 
It will come again. * 
Our marching song will come again, 

Simple as a hit tune, deep as our valleys,

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WHEN PATRIOTIC HYSTERIA RULES. 

In communities as far apart as Glenwood, Ark., and 
Kennebunk, Me., members of religious sects of a de- 
voutly pacific nature were subjected to violence yes- 
terday. In the Arkansas village, four men were 
beaten when they attempted to distribute pamphlets 
against war and militarism.’ In the historic old 
Maine coast town, a mob of 2000 burned the local 
headquarters of the Jehovah’s Witnesses denomina- 
tion, after alleged refusal of two members to salute 
the flag. In gunfire two men were wounded. 

It would be a mistake to attribute these outbreaks 
of violence against religious minorities solely to the 
United States Supreme Court’s opinion upholding the 
compulsory flag salute in public schools a week ago. 
Yet there can be little doubt that that most unfortu- 
nate decision will be an encouragement for self- -ap- 
pointed guardians of patriotism and the national mor- 
als to take the law into their own hands. Excited 
groups, whose emotions are fired by these tumultuous 
times, will not distinguish between a schoolroom cere- 
mony and a vigilante attack on a minority group. 

In our comment on the flag-saluté decision, we said 
last week that we honored Justice Stone for his re- 
fusal to be a party to a ruling which violated reliMous 
liberty in order to make a compulsion of a patriotic 
gesture. Today we reprint in the Mirror of Public 
Opinion the heart of that great jurist’s dissenting 
opinion. As we know now, many of the dissents of 
Holmes and Brandeis, mere voices crying in the dark- 
ness when spoken, were to become the controlling 
views of the court. If the Bill of Rights means what 
it says, Justice Stone’s stirring defense of the Ameri- 
can’s right to worship God according to his conscience

A Defense of Religious Liberty 


Justice Stone, lone dissenter in Supreme Court case, says guaran- 
ties of Constitution are violated by Pennsylvania law requiring 
children to salute flag, and thus violate a principle of their sect, 
Jehovah’s Witnesses; opposes compulsory expressions of loyalty. 


From the Dissenting Opinion of Mr. Justice Stone in Flag Salute Case. 


WO youths are by the judgment of this 
T court held liable to expulsion from the 
public schools because of their refusal to 
yield to the compulsion of a law which com- 
mands their participation in a school cere- 
mony contrary to their religious convictions. 

They and their father are citizens and 
have not exhibited, by any action or state- 
ment of opinion, any disloyalty to the Gov- 
ernment of the United States. They are 
ready and willing to obey all its laws which 
do not conflict with what they sincerely be- 
lieve to be the higher commandments of 
God. It is not doubted that these convic- 
tions are religious, that they are genuine, 
or that the refusal to yield to the compulsion 
of the law is in good faith. 

The law which is thus sustained is unique 
in the history of Anglo-American legisla- 
tion. It does more than suppress free- 
dom of speech and more than prohibit the 
free exercise of religion, which concededly 
are forbidden by the first amendment and 
are violations of the fourteenth. 

For by this law, the State seeks to coerce 
children to express a sentiment which, as 
they interpret it, they do not entertain, and 
which violates their religious convictions. 

+ * * 


Concededly the constitutional guaranties 
of personal liberty are not always absolutes. 
Government has a right to survive and 
powers conferred upon it are not necessarily 
set at naught by the express prohibitions 
of the Bill of Rights. It may make war and 
raise armies. It may suppress religious 
practices dangerous to morals, and presum- 
ably those also which are inimical to public 
safety, health and good order. 

But it is a long step, and one which I am 
unable to take, to the position that govern- 
ment may, as a supposed educational meas- 
ure and as a means of disciplining the 
young, compel public affirmations which vio- 
late their religious conscience. 

The guaranties of civil liberty are but 
guaranties of freedom of the human mind 
and spirit and of reasonable freedom and 
opportunity to express them. They presup- 
pose the right of the individual to hold such 
opinions as he will and to give them reason- 
ably free expression, and his freedom, and 
that of the state as well, to teach and per- 
suade others by the communication of ideas, 

The very essence of the liberty which they 
guarantee is the freedom of the individual 
from compulsion as to what he shall think 
and what he shall say, at least where the 
compulsion is to bear false witness to his 
religion. If these guaranties are to have any 
meaning, they must, I think, be deemed to 
withhold from the State any authority to 
compel belief or the expression of it where 
that expression violates the religious con- 
victions, whatever may be the legislative 
view of the desirability of such compulsion. 
History teaches us that there have been 
but few infringements of personal liberty by 
the state which have not been justified in 
the name of righteousness and the public 
good, and few which have not been directed 
at politically helpless minorities. 

The Framers were not unaware that under 
the system which they created, most govern- 
mental curtailments of personal liberty 
would have the support of a legislative 
judgment that the public interest would be 
better served by its curtailment than by its 
constitutional protection. I cannot conceive 
that in prescribing, as limitations upon the 
powers of government, the freedom of the 


mind and spirit secured by the explicit 


guaranties of freedom of speech and reli- 
gion, they intended or rightly could have 
left any latitude for a judgment that the 
compulsory expression of belief which vio- 
lates religious convictions would better serve 
the public interest than their protection. 

The Constitution may well elicit expres- 
sions of loyalty to it and to the Govern- 
ment which it created, but it does not 
command such expressions or otherwise give 
any indication that compulsory expressions 
of loyalty play any such part in our scheme 
of government as to override the protection 
of freedom of speech and religion. 

While such expressions of loyalty, when 
voluntarily given, may promote national 
unity, it is quite another matter to say that 
their compulsory expression by children in 
violation of their own and their parents’ 
religious convictions can be regarded as 
playing so important a part in our national 
unity as to leave school boards free to 
exact it despite the constitutional guarantee 
of freedom of religion. 

The very terms of the Bill of Rights pre- 
clude, it seems to me, any reconciliation of 
such compulsions with the constitutional 
guaranties by a legislative declaration that 
they are more important to the public wel- 
fare than the Bill of Rights. 

Here we have such a small minority en- 
tertaining in good faith a religious belief, 
which is such a departure from the usual 
course of human conduct, that most persons 
are disposed to regard it with little tolera- 
tion or concern. In such circumstances, care- 
ful scrutiny of legislative efforts to secure 
conformity of belief and opinion by a com- 
pulsory affirmation of the desired belief, 
is especially needful if civil rights are to 
receive any protection, 


Tested by this standard, I am not prepared 
to say that the right of this small and 
helpless minority, including children having 
a strong religious conviction, whether they 
understand its nature or not, to refrain from 
an expression obnoxious to their religion, 
is to be overborne by the interest of the 
State in maintaining school discipline. 

The Constitution expresses more than the 
conviction of the people that democratic 
processes must be preserved at all costs. It 
is also an expression of faith and a com- 
mand that freedom of mind and spirit must 
be preserved, which government must obey, 
if it is to adhere to that justice without 
which no free government can exist. 

For this reason, it would seem that leg- 
islation which operates to repress the reli- 
gious freedom of small minorities, which is 
admittedly within the scope of the protec- 
tion of the Bill of Rights, must at least 
be subject to the same judicial scrutiny 
as legislation which we have recently held 
to infringe the constitutional liberty of re- 
ligious and racial minorities. 

With such scrutiny, I cannot say that the 
inconveniences which may attend some sen- 
sible adjustment of school discipline in or- 
der that the religious convictions of these 
children may be spared, presents a problem 
so momentous or pressing as to outweigh the 
freedom from compulsory violation of re- 
ligious faith which has been thought worthy 
of constitutional protection.

T a perfectly directed church

But we forget that it was 
sweet, simple and safe only for the 
few. Desperate misery and vicious 
ignorance lurked beneath that 
same “simplicity.” But, looking 
back, we forget all this. 

The simple truth is, the world has 
never been safe for decency. There 
always has been a battle raging be- 
tween the allies of peace and prog- 
ress and the monsters of greed and 
power.

Proper Diet 
Aids in Fight 
On Arthritis

Most forms 
of arthritis, however, are not due 
to any misused food substances. 
Arthritis is sometimes associated 
with overweight and overweight 
certainly doesn’t help a case of 
arthritis. A man who weighs 220 
pounds puts a great strain on the 
joints of his feet, ankles, knees and 
hips, and if he is subject to arth- 
ritis at all, this pressure tells. 

Other patients would improve 
their arthritis if they were able to 
improve their general nutritional 
condition in order to have more en- 
ergy to fight it. So it is best to give 
them a full or a little more than 
full diet, with plenty of calories, 
a diet high in vitamins, fresh foods 
—fruits and vegetables. 

There is, therefore, no one rule 
about diet in arthritis. Arthritics 
who are overweight should reduce, 
and those who are underweight 
should be put on very liberal feed- 
ings. 

The idea still persists that uric 
acid formed out of certain foods 
will cause arthritis. The only form 
of arthritis in which this is true 
is gouty arthritis, which is not a 
common condition, and usually has 
nothing to do with ordinary chronic 
arthritis. Purine foods release a 
large amount of uric acid in the 
blood and this tends to aggravate 
A diet, 
therefore, for gouty arthritis 
would be one which includes foods 
which contain little or no purine. 

The following list will show a 
grouping of foods according to 
their purine content: 

Foods that contain a 
amount of purine— 

Sweetbreads, liver, kidney, squab, 
calf’s tongue, turkey, pork, goose, 
anchovies, sardines, meat extrac- 
tives, meat soups. 

Foods that contain a moderate 
amount of purine— 

Chicken, mutton, bacon, oysters, 
herring, salmon, lobster, crab, as- 
paragus, lima beans, navy beans, 
onions, peas, spinach. 

Foods that contain no purine— 

Milk, eggs, cheese, caviar, shad 
roe, nuts, gelatin, sugar and sweets,

coffee*, tea*, cocoa*, fats of all 
kinds, fruits of all kinds, cereals 
(except whole grain), bread (ex- 


cept whole grain). 

*Contain practically no purine 
as served. 

The gouty patient in an acute 
attack should restrict himself to 
the list of foods that contain no 
purine and should never eat any 
of the foods that contain large 
amounts of purine,

Mothers worry about the weight 


of their children, often without 
cause. “Morry is five pounds 
underweight, but he won't eat 
any more for me.” The boy is 


well, active, happy, working well 
in school and playing well with 
his companions. There is no need 


for anxiety. Morry is well. for 
Morry. 
The story-teller-teacher says 


that children from 3 to 6 like cer- 
tain stories, which she lists. Most 
children do like those stories. “But 
Sonny won't listen to a story. He 
pokes his fingers in his ears and 
sings, ‘la-la-la,’ when I try to tell 
him about the three bears.” 

Then don’t try to tell him. 
Maybe Sonny isn’t ready to listen 
to a story yet. Maybe he will 
listen next year. Maybe he never 
will. What of it? Sonny is intel- 
ligent, he plays well, he is inter- 
ested and curious about what is 
going ®n about him. He is doing 
well for Sonny. What the other 
children like or dislike is not im- 
portant to him. As long as he is 
intelligent, healthy and active, 
don’t worry. 

“I’m worried about Jackie. He 
told me that he was never going 
te go to school. He was always 


going to stay home with me. I 
am afraid I am going to have 
trouble with him when it is time 
to go to school.” 

Jackie is 3 years old. He will 
be a different child by the time 
he is 5 or 6. He will have forgot- 
ten what he said at 3. Don’t store 
up his childish remarks, If he says 
something like this about not go- 
ing to school, keep silent, change 
the subject, direct his attention to 
something else as soon as possible. 
Don’t argue the point. Let time 
and experience attend to that. 


Children aged 3 or thereabout 
are often heard, and if they can 
excite adult interest by stating that 
they are not going to do this or 
that to-be-expected thing, such as 


going to church, to bed, to school, 
to wash their hands, they. will 
surely put on a performance. 

The best way to treat them is 
by silence, the calm disinterested 
silence of the positive intelligent 
mind. ‘The child feels that power 
and decides it is useless to com- 
bat it and tries another way. Head 
him off by directing him to some 
active, and, if possible, interesting, 
occupation. Don’t argue with him 
and don’t worry. 


Normal children tend to grow 
up into wholesome, active human 
beings. They have odd ways of 
behavior, some of them annoying, 
but they seldom go far astray. 
Don’t worry about them. Just try 
to enjoy them more.

pat and invited her to accompany 
the Curtis cyp team to Scotland.

Of Patty’s putting, Helen Hicks, 
former national champion, once 
said: “When that kid gets to the 
green, she expects to hole every 
putt.

Triple Raise 
By South No 
Shutout Bid 


By Ely Culbertson 


é6 EAR MR. CULBERTSON: 
D When the bidding goes North 
one spade, South three 
spades, I know that South’s three 
spade is forcing to game and shows 
a certain number of honor tricks, 
but if South had previously passed, 
wouldn’t four spades be showing 
a bigger hand than three spades, 
since North is not forced to go on 
in the face of a partner who had 
previously passed? In short, when 
you have previously passed, doesn’t 
the bigger your raise mean the 
stronger your hand? 

“South had passed and his part- 
ner bid one spade. South, holding 
five spades headed by the king and 
two and a half honors in all and a 
5-3-3-2 distribution, jumped partner 
to four spades. 

“North took it as a limit and 
shutout bid. -South argued other- 
wise. Who was correct? 


“The complete deal was: 

“South, dealer: 

“Both sides vulnerable. 
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“This situation arises often when 
players who have previously passed 
raise partner from ‘one to three’ 
and insist it is a stronger bid than 
from one to four, I. F., Alabama,” 


It is strange that this particular 
situation (the precise meaning of, 
and differences between, double and 
triple raises) gives so much trouble 
to so many thousands of players, 
Actually, the meanings of each bid 
under varying circumstances are 
based much more on logic than on 
arbitrary conventions. A double 
raise under normal circumstances 
(such as North one spade, South 
three spades) is a strong bid, forc- 
ing to game, whereas a triple raise 
(such as North one spade, South 
four spades) is a pre-emptive raise, 
its main purpose being to shut out 
the opponents. But when the raiser 
has passed originally it is inevitable, 
for the sake of logic, that these 
meanings should be drastically 
changed. In the above case South 
passed originally and North opened 
with one spade. (It is quite true 
that South should not have passed 
originally, that he should have bid 
one spade, but this is beside the 
point.) When North’s spade bid 
reaches South the latter must make 
certain that his partnership arrives 
at game, no matter how light 
North’s bid may have been. The 
only way South can effect this end 
is to jump to game himself, because 
after his pass, with which he denied 
the holding of any substantial num- 
ber of honor tricks, there is no 
completely forcing bid available to 
him. Suppose he had bid three 
spades under the misapprehension 
that he was forcing. If North had 
a weak hand, one that he had beén 
on the fence about opening at all, 
he would be thoroughly justified in 
passing, suying to himself: “Well, 
there simply can’t be a game in 
this hand since South couldn't open 
the bidding.” In other words, it is 
South who is in a position to realize 
that even with the weakest sort of 
spade bid on North’s part there 
must be an excellent play for game. 
In that knowledge South actually 
should bid the game. 


From the above reasoning it fol 
lows that a player who passes orig- 
inally and then jumps from one 
spade to four spades is showing a 
better hand than if he had raised 
to only three spades. In the stated 
case, North should not have con- 
sidered South's raise as a “limit or 
shutout bid.”
